A delegate to the recent 


White House Conference on 
Children. Mrs. Gertler was 
appointed to this berth by the 
governor of Wisconsin because 
she is interested in children 
and was instrumental in start- 
ing "Operation Stork." This 
unique program in Milwaukee 
provides a neighborhood clinic 
to g i v e women, free of 
charge, o p ti mum prenatal 
care. 


Geared to personal and dig- 


nified service to women who 
have been subjected to living 
an impersonal and undignified 
existence, the Milwaukee clin- 
ic began operation on Moth- 
er's Day, 1968. and is. as Mrs. 
Gertler puts it. "a matter of 
the heart. It has to do with 
women — and babies — and 
birth defects — and 
infant 


mortality." 


People Business 


She c a l l e d 
"Operation 


Stork" a study in human 
relations because it is people 
business. It's women reaching 
out 
to other 
women 
and 


saying. "We care about you 
because vou are a human 
being who is carrying another 
human being within you." 


The clinic is staffed by two 


volunteers, two city health 
department nurses and a res- 
ident physician from Milwau- 
kee County General Hospital. 


During a typical morning, 


they see about 20 patients 
from all races and ranging in 
age from 14 years. 


The role of the women 


volunteers, she said, is to 
develop a rapport that will 
help lower the patient's initial 


guard so there can be com- 
munication. 


The volunteers treat the 


patients with 
warmth 
and 


dignity, helping to build trust. 
"It becomes a 
woman to 


woman relationship," M r s . 
Gertler said, "that is the quin- 
tessence of man's humanity to 
man." 


"A Gift of Love" 


An average of 25 babies a 


month are now being deliver- 
ed at the Milwaukee clinic 
with one-quarter of the moth- 
ers under the age of 18. A 
special part of the service 
provided to each new mother 
is "a beautnul gitt ot love — 
a layette with the basic nec- 
essities as well as a number 
of "whipped cream" items. 


"We never give anything to 


these women for their chil- 
dren that we wouldn't put on 
one of our own," she con- 
tinued. 


Important to the total pro- 


gram is education — massive 
education about the import- 
ance of prenatal care. She 
said that too many women 
don't seek the care they need 


until the\ are well into preg- 
nancy. 


She discussed 
briefly 
the 


implications of drug abuse 
and of street drugs and then- 
threat to the fetus, of syphilis 
and gonorrhea which have 
reached such epidemic heights 
that penicillin in many cases is 
no longer effective, and about 
the 
serious concern 
being 


expressed in this country over 
pesticides and their effects on 
pregnant women. 


Each child, starting with 


the fetus, has a right to a 
good start in life. "Too many 
are coming to the world with 
a rr»H»n start Thov are Hpinero 
born to women in impoverish- 
ed areas, about one-third to 
one-half of whom have never 
seen a physician until they 
are ready to deliver. 


"Children are being born all 


wrong — at the wrong time, 
in the wrong 
environment,

every child's birthright," she 
said, "to be brought into the 
world when he is wanted . . .

for and educated."

It Really Is Spring I 


Okay, so it's been a long winter. 
Okay, so officially it's spring. 


And yet, believe it or not despite the 


slush, the blowing snow, the frigid 
temperatures, it really is. 


The river opened up even before St 


Patrick's Day. The song sparrows are 
back and here and there an early if 
unhappy robin shows up. The sun rises 
before six and doesn't disappear 'till 
about supper 
time. 
And there is 


something in the wind that tells of warm 
rains instead of sleet, of sprouting 
plants, opening buds, spawning fish and 
nest building. Inside, the geraniums are 
blooming and outside one of these days 
that crocus and that arbutus will push up 
through the snow, proclaiming new life 
in defiance of the death or at least the 
sleep that surrounds the world of nature 
during a Wisconsin winter. 


Perhaps in the country winter does 


not seem so long and so dreary as it does 
in the city where the snow banks turn 
grey and full of soot so soon after a 
snowfall. There is slush enough in both 
places, the difficulties of getting a car 
started and the children off to school. 
But there is a calm in the country, even 
in the middle of a fearsome blizzard, 
that somehow transfers itself to those 
who live there, despite the obvious 
handicaps and even dangers. 


In much the same way, the coming of 


spring — and the other seasons — may 
be more welcome in the country merely 
because of their distinctivqness and the 
fact that the surroundings give people a 
little more time to look around. 


At any rate, spring in Wisconsin is a 


time of dreary skies, ice underfoot, 
winds that seem more chill at 30 degrees 
than they did at 10 below. 


But it's spring, nevertheless. Can 


summer be far behind? 


East Pakistan Revolts 


The revolt in East Pakistan, which 


finally led to a declaration of in- 
dependence and which will continue to 
be violently opposed by the military 
forces of the home government, has been 
building actually since India and 
Pakistan became independent from 
English rule. There has never really 
been any sense to a combination of the 
two areas except the Moslem religion. 


The two portions of Pakistan are 


more than a thousand miles apart. 
Perhaps a similar situation is the fact 
that Alaska is a state of the United States 
except that there is not a hostile and 
completely different religious nation in 
between. The blood bath that ac- 
companied the establishment of India 
and Pakistan after World War n was 
bound to mean years of almost 
hysterical antagonism between the 
Hindus of India and the Moslems of both 
parts of Pakistan. The tensions could not 
be discounted, 


Reflections on Laos 


And what now can be said about the 


Laotian operation? 


Unfortunately there- is a tendency 


among those opposed to continued 
American participation in the war in 
Indochina in any form to want any such 
adventures to be failures. Obviously if 
Vietnamization is the clue to the 
American withdrawal, as the Nixon 
Administration proclaims it to be, then 
expressing glee over what appears more 
and more to be a rout is self-defeating. 


But it is difficult to accept this par- 


ticular factor when the evidence to date 
so clearly indicates that the South 
Vietnamese did not do very much 
damage to the enemy and without the 
massive American air support — in- 
cluding getting many of them out — the 
whole operation would have been a 
tremendous defeat. When all the in- 
formation is in, it still may be. Obviously 
such information has been handicapped 
by the restrictions placed 
upon 


American newsmen. 


What must continue to be considered 


is the effectiveness of the American air 
support. Despite years of bombing raids, 
we have not cut the Ho Chi Minn trail. 
We have not wiped out the ability of the 
enemy north of the demilitarized zone to 
regroup and to continue to send supplies 


But in the two parts of Pakistan there 


were also strong tensions building. West 
Pakistan was the ruling area, the richer 
one and the more sophisticated. In the 
East, the Awami League, under the 
leadership of Shiek Mujibur Rahman, 
began to demand more consideration in 
government. Instead President Agha 
Mohammed Yahya Khan cracked down. 
Martial law was declared. Reportedly 
there were a considerable number of 
people killed by army troops. A curfew 
was imposed and the military had orders 
to shoot anyone who violated it. 


East Pakistan has been inadequately 


represented in the government of the 
two parts of the nation. But more than 
that, its very existence is ridiculous. 
Except for religion, there is practically 
nothing to join the people of the two parts 
of Pakistan. They 
are 
not 
even 


ethnically related except in a distant 
way. What one must wonder is how the 
nation was formed in the first place and 
how it has stayed as one this long. 


south. If a major part of the proposed 
Vietnamization is to be our continued 
massive air support — and the losses we 
incurred in Laos — maybe somebody 
ought to restudy the entire concept. 


What is particularly discouraging 


about the Laotian operation may be the 
effect upon the morale of the South 
Vietnamese troops. In Cambodia, they 
were supposed to have demonstrated 
their confidence and ability. In Laos we 
still do not know how well they con- 
ducted themselves. The full facts may 
never be known, thanks to censorship. 
But this quite obviously will only serve to 
arouse more suspicions as far as that old 
credibility is concerned. Why has not 
the Nixon Administration recognized 
this? 


In the past we have expressed deep 


concerns about the reliance upon 
Vietnamization, American air power as 
a continual threat to North Vietnam, and 
the implied threat of more of the same 
unless those in Paris begin to negotiate 
in sincerity. It does not appear that the 
Laotian operation has contributed to the 
possibilities that a settlement favorable 
to the Saigon regime can be worked out. 
At this particular point, much to our 
discouragement, it seems to be exactly 
the opposite.

views has attracted relatively 
little notice. Nor has it met 
any criticism. Most practical 
politicians know — as Lucey 
has now learned — that an 
annual budget would double 
the most fatiguing labor that 
is involved in any single one of 
the executive's duties. It 
contains other hazards as 
well. 


See Better Chance 


Generally, the govern- 


mental spending interests and 
allied pressure groups tend to 
favor 
annual budgeting, 


convinced that they can ex- 
tract more money from the 
public purse through such a 
system. For precisely the 
same reasons, 
sensitive 


taxpayers and their pressure 
groups oppose the idea. 


Such spending forces under 


an annual budget rule would 
be given an extra kick at the 
cat, as lawyers and judges 
sometimes put it in the context 
of court procedure. 


If 
the 
governor 
was 


privately influenced by such 
considerations, he made a 
prudent decision. He occupies 
office in highly uncertain 
economic 
circumstances. 


When his biennial budget is 
adopted, agencies, institutions 
and other spending pressure 


groups will somehow adapt 
themselves. They will have no 
recourse. 


But under an annual budget, 


they would be f locking down to 
the Capitol a year hence with a 
renewal of their pleas and, 
inevitably, with arguments 
that they cannot possibly 
survive or perform without an 
increase in their funds. 


Would Be Inexpedient 


Heading 
into 
another 


election year when the 
governor must be concerned 
about holding his legislative 
forces as a minimum goal, 
and preferably increasing 
them, another wrangle about 
spending and taxation would 
be inexpedient, to put it 
mildly. 


Mr. Lucey could not have 


anticipated it, but it now turns 
out that he has the best of all 
possible 
situations 
with 


respect to the budget process 
and the annual versus biennial 
budget alternatives. 
The 


legislature has decided to 
segment its session into four 
quarters, the last of which will 
be held early in 1972. 


The annual session rule 


which is tentatively emerging 
provides that the governor 
next January "may" present 
to the legislature any changes 
in his finance program that he 
desires. 


Thus in an unexpected 


stroke of fortune he has the 
game without the name with 
jespect to the annual budget 
issue. 


The initiative will be his. He 


can choose the annual budget 
or he can reject it, according 
to taste and circumstances 
that may prevail next year. 


If revenues are 
being 


collected slowly and if there is 
no 
exceptional 
change 


otherwise to compel him to 
ask for a budget review, he 
will be under no compulsion to 
submit supplementary ap- 
propriations or other ad- 
justments. 


But if circumstances are 


favorable — as in an upturn in 
the economy which would 
generate more tax collections 
than he now dares to calculate 
—. he could well propose 
modifications for popular 
purposes, school aids, welfare 
grants, or conceivably, more 
property tax subsidies. No 
doubt Republicans in the 
legislature were aware of 
these possibilities. But like the 
Democrats they were anxious 
enough to get the annual 
legislative session into the 
rule book to overlook them.

She goes on to point out, in a 


vwid and personal way that 
cannot be disbelieved, that 
pretty soon the user is not 
taking H to get a "high" but 
simply to escape from the 
pure misery of doing without. 
The heroin doesn't afford any 
positive pleasure, it simply 
blocks out the terror of doing 
without it. 


But by this time, it is too 


late. You may know it is a 
cheat, intellectually, but you 
are too sick to stop. The dope 
creates its own appetite for 
itself, and is actually feeding 
on itself, with the person only 
a blind bystander. This is what 
we must make potential users 
see.
